S a n J o s e , Sept. 7 .—After the ad­ 
journment of the District Court at 
noon to-day, it was agreed between 
the counsel in the Vasquez case that 
it should be disposed or at the after­ 
noon session. Accordingly, when the 
Court met at 2 p . M., Vasquez was 
brought in and entered a plea of “ not 
guilty” to each of the three indict­ 
ments against him, after which Judge 
Darwin applied for a continuance on 
the grounds that Anton Levia, a wit­ 
ness for the ¡State, who was indicted 
with Moreno, w’ill deny that he killed 
any of the men nt Tres Pinos. That a 
witness for the defense, one Luciano 
Coranza, will swear that Levia told 
him after the Tres Pinos tragedy that 
he (Levia) killed two of the men and 
that Moreno and tho defendant killed 
the other. That the witness Coranza 
resides with his family in this county, 
but is now absent on a mining expe­ 
dition and cannot be in attendance at 
this term of the Court. That the de­ 
fendant knows of no other witness by 
whom he can prove these facts. That 
the delendairt has sent subpoenas to 
eight witnesses in Fresno county, and 
said subpoenas have not yet been re­ 
turned. 
That subpoenas have been 
sent to San Bonita county for five wit­ 
nesses, only three of which have been 
served, and none of the witnesses are 
in court. The defense further avers 
thas the main witness for the State, 
Levia, thirts for his blood on account 
of fancied domestic wrongs; that the 
defendant will prove by his witnesses 
that Levia is the man who committed 
the murders, and that he (Vasquez) is 
innocent. The defendant also affirms 
that he is not only innocent of the 
murders, but that he never counte­ 
nanced the commission of any murder; 
on the contrary, that he endeavored at 
all times to prevent bloodshed. “ He 
may be a robber, but is no murderer.” 
Judge Belden granted the application, 
and continued the case for the term. 
It will come up for trial Tuesday, Jan­ 
uary 5th, at 10 a . m.

S a n F r a n c i s c o , Sept. 9 .—The city 
to-day wears a holiday aspect. 
Flags 
and streamers are flying from every 
£ubllc building, the shipping and 
undreds of private residences. Busi­ 
ness generally is suspended. The Pio­ 
neers are marching through Mont­ 
gomery street, which is lined with 
thousands of spectators.

CITY AND COUNTY OFFICIAL PAPER.

C a l i f o r n i a was admitted into the 


U d Io d on the 9th of September 1850. 
Now, was the 9th instant the twenty- 
fifth anniversary of the admission of 
our State into the circle of States? To 
make it such we must count the day 
ot admission one of the anniversaries. 
It will be difficult to do this for the 
reason that the anniversary of an 
event does not arrive until one year 
after the occurrence of the event Itself. 
The newspapers generally speak of 
the 9th instant as the 25th anniversary 
of California’s admission 
into the 
Union, but it seems to us to be only 
the 24th anniversary. 


Clairvoyancy and Artesian Wells. 


Dr. F r a n k l i n has shown us a let­ 
ter from A b r a m J a m b s , the gentle­ 
man under whose directions the great 
artesian well at Chicago was dug, in 
which he says he contemplates visit­ 
ing Los Angeles county this Fall with 
a view of locating here. 
H e will 
bring with him the most improved 
machinery for artesian well digging 
and a corps of experienced hands to 
work it. Mr. J a m e s has been for a 
number of years engaged in well 
boring in the oil region of Pennsyl­ 
vania, where he has been rem arkably 
successful. It is proper to say that 
this gentleman is a believer in Spirit­ 
ualism and it is through his clairvoy­ 
ant powers that he discovers subterra­ 
nean streams of water and oil. 
He 
claims th at it was through this power 
that he discovered the source which 
supplies the exhaustless flow of water 
at Chicago. Mr. J a m e s also proposes 
to bring out and locate a colony as 
soon as he has found a satisfactory 
spot on which to settle. 
He believes 
artesian wells may be struck in any 
part of this valley and regards himself 
as the person able to strike the flowing 
stream in every case. 


Boys and Pistols. 


Yesterday at noon a boy sixteen 
years of age shot himself, or was shot 
by his brother. It m atters not who 
fired the fatal shot. No crim inal act 
was intended or committed, and the 
boy is dead. He was a member of 
the H igh School of this city and was, 
we are told, something over the aver­ 
age good boy of Los Angeles. This 
boy lost his life through the too com­ 
mon habit among boys of carrying 
deadly weapons. 
W e do not know 
that this habit can be broken up. We 
do not know that school teachers have 
the right, or would exercise it if they 
had, of searching the pockets of their 
pupils, but it seems almost a necessi­ 
ty that some such rule be enforced. 
The hills west of town are not safe for 
pedestrians after school hours. Nearly 
every school-boy carries a pistol, and 
the power of these pistols range from 
the harmless six-bit auction concern 
lo the deadly Colt’s six-shooter. 
A 
lady and gentleman walking along 
Bunker H ill Avenue a few evenings 
since were astonished by three pistol 
shots, and the whizzing of the balls 
over their heads. We are informed 
that this sort of thing is very common 
in that locality, and we would call the 
attention of the city anthorities to the 
importance of an early discontinuance 
of the hoodlum custom. 


Distinguished Arrivals. 


Among the latest guests at the Pico 
House areWM. M. S t e w a r t , one of 
the State of Nevada’s United States 
Senators, and 
General 
B e a l e , a 
wealthy resident of Southern Califor­ 
nia. 
General 
B e a l e comes down 
from San Francisco to look after the 
proposed line of railroad which is 
shortly to be built between this city 
and the coast and no doubt on through 
to the Cerro Gordo mines. General 


B e a l e is largely interested in land 
grants at Santa Monica and the prop­ 
osition of the Los Angeles and Coast 
Railroad Company to build a road 
which shall touch the water at a point 
not calculated to enhance the value of 
the General’s land, is what is just 
now attracting his attention. 
He 
may make it an object to that com­ 
pany to run their road through his 
land. The success or failure of this is 
in the future, and will depend to a 
great extent upon the liberality of 
Messrs. B a k e r and B e a l e . The mis­ 
sion of S t e w a r t is quite different. 
He comes as a friend and advocate of 
the Central Pacific Railroad Company. 
He has been the friend and supporter 
of this corporation since his election 
to the United States Senate. Senator 
S t e w a r t of Nevada has never been 
known to oppose any scheme or prop­ 
osition of the Central Pacific Railroad 
Company. 
In W ashington he has 
been recognized as the pettifogger of 
that corporation, and no one supposes 
that he visits Los Angeles county for 
any other purpose than to advance the 
interests of that company. It may 
be that he will talk Panam int and 
Cerro Gordo mines, but we would ad­ 
vise the friends of the Los Angeles 
and Independence Railroad or others 
favoring railroad schemes not down in 
the programme of the Central or 
Southern Pacific managers, to listen 
to what ho has to say, yet say nothing 
of themselves—he is no friend to any 
railroad scheme of which L e i .a n d 


S t a n f o r d is not President. 


Messrs. McCune & Garnett, noted 
Grangers, have sold seven hundred 
and fifty tons of wheat to I. Fried- 
lander. 


Caesarism in America. 


From W ashington we learn that the 
political ball is again to be set rolling 
in the interest of the present Adm in­ 
istration, and th at the South is again 
to be overrun by armed troops, carpet­ 
baggers and scallawags. The edict has 
gone forth over the signature of the 
American C j e s a r . In 1860-5 the vexed 
question of slavery culm inated in the 
breaking up of all harm ony and fra­ 
ternity among us as a people; the en­ 
gendering of sectional hatreds; the In­ 
itiation of deadly political strife; the 
withdrawal of several of the States 
from the Union, and the inauguration 
of civil war. The yawning sepulchres 
of five hundred thousand of our slaugh­ 
tered fellow-raen; the swarming of the 
country from Maine to Louisiana with 
friendless, hopeless widows and or­ 
phans; the paralyzing of every branch 
of industry; the ruin of our trade and 
commerce; a debt of near three thous­ 
and millions of dollars; a broken Con­ 
stitution, and a divided and demoral­ 
ized people! That these were the le­ 
gitimate results of our internecine 
struggle, truth and candor will not 
deny. 
We need not stop at this late 
day to inquire upon whose shoulders 
the great fault lies, but it may be 
profitable to ask ourselves if since that 
time we have done all in our power to 
retrieve our fortunes and to heal the 
wounds left bleeding at the final sur­ 
render on the banks of the Appomat­ 
tox, One of the inseparable evils of 
war, and especially of civil war, is the 
demoralization of the people and the 
bringing to the surface the very worst 
elements of society. This rem ark is 
peculiarly applicable to our condition 
at the term ination of this bloody war. 
At th at time, with the exception, prob­ 
ably, of L i n c o l n and S e w a r d , we 
had scarcely a man who was not more 
or less imbued w ith Ciesarism—not a 
statesm an of ability in whom the peo­ 
ple placed confidence. Hence it is we 
see the high places of our government 
filled with second and third rate men, 
without a single elem ent of states­ 
manship or true greatness. And the 
logical result is before us: a govern­ 
ment without a national policy and 
without the confidence of the people, 
and consistent in only two things—the 
holding on to office and the squander­ 
ing of the public revenues. W ith an 
ephemeral creation of blood and car­ 
nage at its head, whose highest am bi­ 
tion seems to be to eclipse every snob 
in the country in the elegance of his 
surroundings, the sumptuousness of 
his entertainm ents, the splendor of his 
equipages, and the dexterity with 
which he handles the ribbons, with 
cigar in m outh and four-in-hand—but 
little can be expected of the present 
government. But when shall the pres­ 
ent government term inate? That is 
the question. 
We have all heard of 
the psalmist who played upon a harp 
of a thousand strings— the present 
govornment has but one. Upon this 
string it successfully played itself into 
power, and upon this string it has 
m aintained itself in power down to 
the present hour, and it is now taking 
the same string for another and an 
indefinite lease of power. This string 
is a pretended fear of another uprising 
in the South, and the consequent ne­ 
cessity of our C -E s a r to meet the emer­ 
gency. How preposterous! But will 
the 
people longer 
dance to this 
tune ? For nine years, the people of 
Tho South, 
after yielding 
to the 
stern results of war, have patiently 
endeavored to accommodate them ­ 
selves to the situation, and had the 
lamentable Lincoln lived, there is no 
question but that the South, long be­ 
fore this day, would have resumed 
her former position as a happy and 
prosperous people. 
But,¡unfortunate­ 
ly the government fell into the hands 
of the scum brought to the surface by 
the memorable struggle. 
W ithout 
m erit of their own, expedients had to 
be resulted to, to hoodwink the people 
and m aintain themselves in power; 
hence the Southern people have from 
time to time as the interest of their 
cases 
required, been subjected to 
indignities 
which 
would 
have 
exasperated 
any people on earth. 
The 
negro, 
without 
experience 
or 
preparation 
for 
the 
great 
change, was at once raised to the po­ 
litical place of the white man in effect, 
and absolute in the relative position 
of the two races. 
In this the South 
quietly acquiesced, but the Govern­ 
ment, fearing the influence of the old 
master over the Negro, sent swarms of 
its paid adherants into the South—fat 
the head of whom was a pious Caesar 
by the name of H o w a r d , who has re­ 
cently been whitewashed at W ashing­ 
ton for having robbed both whites 
and blacks)—to counteract this danger. 
Not satisfied with this, our C .e s a r 
took it into his head that the Negro 
was abridged in his social rights, and 
forthwith we have Ku-Klux Bills, 
Civil Rights Bills,and nameless other 
bills,ostensibly for the crushing of the 
pretended secession proclivities in the 
South, but really to bolster up Ciesar­ 
ism at W ashington. 
And now as the 
election approaches, we have from re­ 
mote districts in the South, telegraph­ 
ic dispatches with the startling head­ 
ings, “The Turbulent South,’’ “Distri­ 
bution of troops in the disaffected re­ 
gions!” “Call for protection in vari­ 
ous quarters!” etc. etc., followed by 
the official announcements from W ash­ 
ington, “That Attorney-General W il­ 
liams before leaving W ashington last 
evening designated to the Secretary 
of W ar, the localities in which troops 
are most needed to suppress outrages. 
This list with the circular issued a 
day er two ago, was enclosed to Gen. 


M c D o w e l l , commanding the Depart­ 
ment of the South; w ith instructions 
to so distribute his forces as to protect 
the localities designated.” 
This is 


followed by a startling letter from 


C .e s a r himself to the Secretary of 
War, which will be (according to his 
official organs) “accepted as a harbin­ 
ger of joy and peace to hundreds of 
thousands of law abiding citizens of 
the South.” 
How very benevolent 
our C .E 3 A R has become; but some 
may ask why this Joyous letter was 
not written years ago, and not left as 
a last political dodge to help our 


C .E 9A R into the Presidential chair for 
a third term. 
And what is the tenor 
of this joyous letter? W hy, in sub­ 
stance, he is now, a9 heretofore, send­ 
ing armed troops to aid his cohorts to 
control the election in the coming con­ 
test—nothing more nor less. But read 
what the W ashington organ of C .e s a r 
has to say on the subject: 
“ It Is th e first step in th e d irectio n o f a re s­ 
to ratio n o f q u iet an d good o rd er in th a t sec­ 
tio n , m ade necessary by th e tu rb u len ce o f th e 
row dy e le m e n t w ho disgraced th e C onfeder­ 
ate arm s d u rin g th e w ar by th e Fort B illow 
m assacre, by tlie m u rd e r an d sta rv in g of de­ 
fenseless prisoners, a n d w hich, since ttie 
w ar, has k e p t aliv e th e feeling o f sectional 
h atre d th ro u g h its K u-K lux K lan s, W hite 
Leagues an d so-called T ax U nions. 
U nfortu­ 
nately for th e im m e d iate protection o f th e 
class w ho h av e lately becom e victim s o f th e

an d C onstitutional re q u irem en ts, th e strong 
arm of th e G eneral G o v ern m en t w ill be 
brought to b e ar In th e ir behalf. 
If these 
S o u th ern m u rd erers m ean tight, th ey m ay 
rely upon it th a t th ey w ill be accom m odated; 
but it Is to be hoped th a t th e m oral effect of 
th e P re sid e n t’s le tte r w ill serve to restore 
peace a n d q u iet.” 
. 
For nine years the South has lain 
prostrate under the exactions and 
machinations of this (L e s a r , and to­ 
day “ the first step in the direction of 
quiet and good order in that section 
has been taken!” Can the people be 
hoodwinked by such transparent pre­ 
texts for the perpetuation of an ad­ 
m inistration which has reflected so 
little credit upon us abroad and at 
home, has permitted a system of cor­ 
ruption and robbery to permeate every 
department until it stinks in the nos­ 
trils of every reflecting mind. If we 
do not mistake the signs of the times, 
the people will be fully roused on this 
subject, before the next Presidental 
election, when a tide of indignation 
will set in that will overwhelm these 
vandals—leaving nothing but their 
sad memories to remind us and com­ 
ing generations that they ever marred 
or ruffled the tide of time. 


The Literary Society. 


The meeting of the Literary Society 
at Lnwlor Institute this evening will 
be open to all interested. There being 
no society now in existence, all pres­ 
ent will have an equal share in effect­ 
ing an organization. 
Certainly no 
more favorable opportunity than this 
can be offered for establishing this 
much needed means of literary cul­ 
ture. There are none who cannot pro­ 
fit by the exercises ef such a society, 
and the young, especially, can through 
its agency receive a culture not easily 
obtained in any other way.

Fatal Accider.t. 


A sad casualty occurred yesterday 
resulting in the death of a lad about 
sixteen years of age named Mark 
Carleton. It seems that during the 
noon recess, about half past 12 o’clock 
Mark and his brother Frank with 
some other companions went out on 
Temple street, a short distance from 
the high school building, for the pur­ 
pose of trying a revolver which they 
had. The revolver was a five shooter 
carrying a email bullet not much lar­ 
ger than a good sized shot. They dis­ 
charged several barrels and supposed 
them all emptied, when Mark took 
the pistol anil began removing some 
of its parts to show his companions 
the spring In the lock, meanwhile 
holding the hammer back with his 
thumb. The weapon was held in his 
left hand with the muzzle pointing at 
his own breast and while in this pos­ 
ture, his thumb slippod from its hold 
and the fatal shot was discharged. 
Tho ball entered the heart or very 
near it and the unfortunate boy ex­ 
pired in about four minutes. 
The remains were taken to the resi­ 
dence of the lad’s father, on Spring 
street, near Fourth, where Coroner 
Richardson Was summoned nnd elic­ 
ited the facts as given. The funeral 
will take place this morning at 10 
o’clock from the residence of the par­ 
ante. Friends of the family are in­ 
vited to attend. The classmates of the 
lad so late and deeply lamented will 
join the funeral procession as it passes 
the High School building. 
We trust 
that this terrible accident will prove 
an impressive warning to other youth 
of our city who may be incllued to 
h a n d le fire arms. 
Boys, don’t carry 
or handle a pistol; it is neither orna­ 
mental or useful, and the life of the 
owner or some of his companions may 
pay a dear price for the use of the toy.

As will be perceived, this is a reduc­ 
tion on last year’s levy of 30 cents on 
every $100, which should meet the ap­ 
probation of the Council as well as all 
tax-payers. 
The amount raised by 
this levy is $45,000,which it is thought 
will be sufficient to meet the expenses 
of the city government for this fiscal 
year and also pay the entire indebted­ 
ness outstahding against the current 
expense fund. The report was sub­ 
mitted by P. Beaudry, H. Dockweiler 
and Win. II. Workman, Finance Com­ 
mittee. 
By permission, Mr. II. D. Barrows 
and Dr. W. T. Lucky addressed the 
Council on behalf of tho Board of Ed­ 
ucation, representing that the allot­ 
ment for the school fund was inade­ 
quate to pay tho expenses of the city 
schools, especially if the compulsory 
education law be enforced. 
Mr. Beaudry thought that the Com­ 
mittee from the School Board were 
too late with their request to change 
the assessment, now virtually levied. 
Mr. Workman and Mr. Dookweiler 
botn indorsed Mr. Beaudry’s views. 
Ou motion the tax-levy as reported 
was adopted. 
The committtee appointed to inves­ 
tigate tho petition of the trustees of 
the German School asking to be ex­ 
empted from assessment for building 
Main street sewer, reported adversely 
to the petition. Report adopted. 
The Committee on Lands reported in 
favor of granting deed as petitioned 
for by D. Rivara and G. R. Sangul- 
netti and adversely to the petition of 
J. A. Brown. 
By permission, Judge Widney ad­ 
dressed the Council, offering explana­ 
tions to the Committee on Lands of 
apprent difficulties in the way of 
granting the petition of J. A. Brow’n. 
On motion, it was ordered that deeds 
issue to J. A. Brown, as well as San- 
guinetti & Rivara, in accordance with 
petitions. 
The committee were granted further 
time to report on the petition of J. 
Mullally. 
The Committee on Sewers recom­ 
mended that a sewer be built from the 
intersection 
of Fort 
and 
Second 
streets to Main street; the same run­ 
ning through Second street to inter­ 
sect with the Main street sewer; all 
in accordance with a petition of prop­ 
erty owners presented some time 
since. 
A debate followed upon the adop­ 
tion of the report, and it was finally 
withdrawn by the Committee. 
A resolution providing for the grad­ 
ing and 
improvement 
of Temple 
street with assessments against prop- 
erty-owners for the same was pre­ 
sented and passed. 
Bid9 were received from E. Gay <fc 
Co. for the building of Main street 
sewer on the following terms: From 
Arcadia to First street $1 40 per lineal 
foot, and from First to Ozier Lane 
$1 45 per lineal foot. 
For extension 
of main sewer on Los Angeles street, 
$1 88 per running foot. A bid was re­ 
ceived from John Meyer, proposing to 
build Main street sewer according to 
specification for $1 75 per running 
foot. The bids were referred to the 
Committee on Sewers with instruc­ 
tions to award contract for building 
Main street sewer to Messrs. E. Gay 
& Co., provided they build the sewer 
according to the specifiications of City 
Surveyor, making excavations anu 
furnishing materials. The bond to be 
tiled by contractor was fixed at $8,000. 
The bid of Messrs. Gay & Co., for 
buildind the extension of Main sewer 
was also received and Contract awarded 
to them with bond fixed at $3,000.

Adjourned. 


Hebrew New-Year. 


The Israelites will commence cele­ 
brating their New-Year at sundown 
(6 o'clock) this evening. This is the 
beginning of 
the seventh month, 
called “Tizri,” the first and second days 
of which they commemorate as the 
festival of New-Years’ Day. This day 
is called “ a day of memorial,” signi­ 
fying that the people are called upon 
to bring to mind their actions during 
the past year, and pray to the Lord to 
pardon their sins. 
It Is also desig­ 
nated as “ a day of blowing of trum­ 
pets,” after the ancient customs prev­ 
alent upon this occasion; and still fur­ 
ther known as a day of trial for men’s 
souls. 
Wise men have proclaimed 
that this is the day on which the world 
was brought into existence; this is the 
day on which the Great God causes all 
His creatures to stand before Him. 
The Sabbath between the New-Year 
and the Day of Atonement is called 
the Sabbath of Penitence, it being one 
of the ten days of repentance.. The 
third day of this month is a general 
fast, called the Fast of Gadaliah, in 
memory of the murder of that pious 
man. Gadiah was the son of Ahi- 
kam, whom Nebuchadnezzar, King of 
Babylon, had made the Chief of the 
Israelites who had remained in their 
own country, after the destruction of 
the first temple. Gadaliah was on this 
day slain, with many of his friends, by 
Isbmael. The tenth day is called the 
Day of Atonement; it is the last of the 
ten days of penitence. On this day, 
as commanded in the law, a solemn 
feast 
is declared for the pardon 
of 
sin, 
to 
all 
those 
who 
are 
sincere and true in their repentance. 
The feast is held from the evening of 
the ninth to the evening of the tenth 
day. It is considered the most holy 
day in the year and so sacredly is it to 
be observed that the Isrealitish people 
are restricted from 
wearing their 
shoes or washing and refreshing them­ 
selves as on other days. It will be re­ 
membered that during the period of 
the existence of the Holy Temple in 
Jerusalem, this day of atonement w’as 
a day of great solemnity; tho whole 
nation was fasting and praying; the 
Temple was attended by priests who 
were engaged in their duties; the 
Levites were occupied in singing 
praises to the Almighty, and this was 
the only time in the year when the 
High Priest was allowed to enter the 
Holy of Holies. 
To-morrow and the succeeding holy 
days will be observed strictly by our 
Jewish citizens. 
In the morning 
Reverend Mr. Edelman will preach in 
the Synagogue on the text found in 
Isiah, Chapter 43, Verses 1, 5, 
11 
and 25. 
“Thus said the Lord that created thee 
O Jacob, and He that formed thee O 
Israel. 
Fear not for I have redeemed 
thee, I have called thee by thy name, 
thou art mine. 
Fear not for I am 
with thee, from the east will I bring 
thy seed, and from the west will I 
gather thee; for I am tho Lord and 
besides me there is no Saviour. For it 
is I, even I, who blotted out yoiir 
transgressions, until now, not for 
your righteousness, nor the righteous­ 
ness of your forefathers but for my 
sake. 
And it is I who will imrdon all 
your Iniquities, and your sins I will 
not remember.”

no words with him , and in fact I never spoke 
un unkind word to him , either before or uttlio 
tim e, and never nt any tim e, w ith the single 
exception that after his second attack on me 
w hen he said to m e th a t he would like to kill 
me, I said som ething hastily, and regretted 
It a m om ent after. T hat is the only word I 
ever spoke to th a t m an th at could be con­ 
strued into un Insult by tlio m ost sensitive 
gentlem an. 
I was about leaving the office and was near 
the door, w hen W uldron addressed m e and 
com m enced abusing m e, and Interposed him ­ 
self between me and the door, planted him self 
before m e and advanced on m e with clenched 
fists und vile language until he had torcedm e 
to the extrem e corner of the room and was In 
the very act of striking m e In the face with his 
lists, when I, with a slight m otion of m y wrist 
atnl elbow, gave him a slight tap ou the cheek 
with the shears, which I had in m y hand and 
was taking to the shop to have repaired. And 
t hat during the whole tim e of his abuse of me 
J made no reply, und w hat I did was In the 
fullest sense self-defence. I wus driven to the 
wall by a ruffian and an old prize-tighter. 
There was no alternative. 
A short tim e afterwards, w hile quietly pass­ 
ing along in front of the City H all, and In the

Ans.—Bell did not have his hands up. W al­ 
dron was standing with his lists draw n; Bell 
wus standing with Ills buck to th e counter, 
W aldron im m ediately in front of him .
